Big Tyres. 


Balloon tyres have “caught on.” Of that 
fact the number of cars sien R with them 
in Dublin is convincing proof. They go @ 
long way towards compensating us for the 
shocking state of our Irish roads, and are a 

boon. Sir Eric Geddes predicted in 
America recently that over fifty per cent. of 
the cars built in England next year would be 
shod with low pressure tyres as standard. It 
is gratifying to have it from such a high 
authority that these tyres not only give good 
service, but have a long life. It ig possible, 
Sir Eric savs, to get 18,000 miles out of a set 
of tyres. The tyre industry, truly, is advanc- 
ing quickly. Ten years ago the motorist who 
secured 4,000 miles’ hard travelling out of a 
set, regarded himself as fortunate, and was 
prepared to write testimonials for the makers. 


Olympia. 


The Motor Show at Olympia will be held 
in October instead of November. The change 
in the date will be welcomed by many. 
November is an inconvenient month for nearly 
every visitor. October, on the other hand— 
and particularly this vear—will suit nearly 
everybody. For Irish visitors to the show the 
change means that they probably will be able 
to arrange to leave home a few days earlier. 
and thus have an opportunity of ‘‘ doing” 
the Wembley Exhibition. 

This year’s show will be one of the most 
important ever held. The removal of the 
McKenna duties was a heavy blow to 
British motor manufacturers. It left 
them, for the time being, defenceless in the 
face of keen competition—a competition that 
was helped by the curious state of the foreign 
exchanges—and almost unable to hold their 
own in the home market. Since April they 
have bent all their energies towards devising 
measures to meet the danygr—measures which 
cannot be demolished at the will of a Socialist 
Chancellor of the Exchequer—and at Olym- 
pia we shall see how far they have succeeded. 

So far they have kept their secrets, but I 
gather that some of the 1925 models of 
the light cars will show considerable signs 
of the ‘‘ economy axe.” There will be no de- 
crease in the efficiency of the engines, but 
the bodywork will not be the durable, com- 
fortable bodywork to which we have been 
accustomed. Leather upholstery, for in- 
stance, will disappear, and elaborate switch- 
hoards and high polish on the exteriors of the 
mechanical parts will also be sacrificed. 


Bodywork. 


Talking about bodywork reminds me of an 
experience that I had last week. I met a 
friend who sticks to his 1912 model, and 
was invited to go for a run with him.

The 
matter has become a scandal, and the 
farmers living in the districts concerned have 
SE [BE ds protests against, it. 

LÁ — to learn that the Ulster Centre 
i: the Motor Cycle Union of Ireland have 
taken action in connection with it. Mr. 
Robert H. Wright, hon. secre of the 
Centre, has sent the following letter to the 
secretaries of all the affiliated clubs :— 

“I have been directed by the Counel « 
the Centre to inform you that their atten- 
tion has been drawn to the practising at 
speeds in excess of the legal limit on courses 
selected for road races held under the rules 
of the Centre, and to the prejudicial effect 
of such practising on the fuin ure oí the sport 
by alienating the good feeling that has 
hitherto existed letween the public and 
motor cycling cls. 

‘They feel that much of this is due to 
circumstances over which the clubs have no 
direct control, in that it is due mainly to 
irresponsible motor cyclists, unconnected 
with any of the affiliated clubs; but, at the 
same time, in view of the serious effect that 

a continuance of the practice must inevitably 
does on the future of the sport, they feel 
compelled to require that clubs will take the 
most stringent measures to bring about its 
curtailment. 

“1 am accordingly to inform you that in 
the future all “ sr clubs will be held 
responsible for the proper supervision of the 
conduct of motor cyclists on and in the 
neighbourhood of courses on which it is pro- 
posed to hold speed events of any kind, and 
they are uired in all cases where practis- 
ing at speots beyond the legal limit is in- 
dulged in, either to institute proceedings on 
their own account or to report the theaters 
to the police authorities, and request that 
they will take the steps necessary to bring 
the offenders to justice. 

‘I am also to add that failure to comply 
with this instruction will unfailingly involve 
withholding by the Centre of permission to 
carry out such «vents in the future,”’

TO.DAY'S INTERNATIONAL 
PROGRAMME. 


Today, the International athietic programme, 
which is the outstanding attraction in the Tailteann 
Games, will be opened at Croke Park at 5 p.m. 
The items to be contested will include the two most 
important and most popular evenis of the whole 
series in the internatiogal high jump and the 
international 100 metres flat. In the high jump, 
principal interest will be centred in the appearance 
of H. M. Osborn, who holds the World's record at 
6 feet 8t inches, and who achieved a new Olympic 
record of 6 feet 6 inches odd in the recent Olympic 
Games at Paris Osborn is the most wonderful 
jumper the world has ever seen, and, in addition, 
is the greatest all-round athiete in the world. He 
won the Decathlon, or all-round Championship, at 
Paris, with a record agKregate of points, and as 
well as competing in the high jump to-day, he will 
also euter the initial competitions for the scathion, 
which will last for four days. TT. Carroll, who 
competes for England, in the high jump. holds the 
Irish record at 6 feet 5 inches, and, with a host of 
other prominent jumpers, ts likely to extend Osborn 
to do a record performance to win. 

The sprints have attracted the foremost sprinters in 
the world. Porritt ‘New Zealand) was third in the 
100 metres final at the Olympic Games, but he 
will have his work cut out to heat the opposing 
field, which includes the majority of the other 
finalists at Paris, Scholz (U.S.A.) won the 200 
metres at Paris and was unlucky in the 100 metres. 
In the (trial in America he heat the Olympic 
record, 10 4-5 secs., at least five times by returning 
10 3-5 seca At New York, on the 7th Jone, he 
clocked 10 5-10 secs. in the semi-final. In the 
200 metres he beat the world’s record by clocking 
21 9-10 secs, at Boston, on the 14th June. Apart 
from the Irish representatives there are several 
other foreign competitors who are almost all within 
a foot of the world’s record times—viz.. Coaffee 
(Canada), Carr (Australia), McKechenneay (Canada), 
etc.

The Boundary Issue. 


The British Government has post- 
poned for seven weeks the passage of the 
bill which will enable the Boundary Com- 
mission to be established. In taking this 
course it gave three guarantees of its 
absolute good faith towards the Govern- 
ment and people of the Free State. It 
passed the first reading of the bill; it 
staked its political existence on the fulfil- 
ment of the transaction, and it put a 
severe strain on the patience of both 
Houses of Parliament by curtailing their 
eagerly desired and much needed holiday. 
There can be hardly any doubt that no 
party will risk the odium of trying to 
defeat the bill, or that, unless a settle- 
ment by agreement anticipates it, the 
Boundary Commission will be established 
and will begin its work in October. 
President Cosgrave and his colleagues 
have acquiesced very reluctantly in the 
postponement, but we have little fear 
that the attempt which, as we are 
told, will be made to-day to induce the 
Dail to denounce the Anglo-Irish Treaty 
has any prospect of success. In the first 
place, such denunciation would be en- 
tirely causeless and illogical. In the next 
place, it would be an act of political 
insanity. It would plunge this country 
into a hopeless conflict with Great 
Britain, The ten millions of the National 
Loan, held by Irish investors of all 
classes, would vanish into thin air. The 
painfully fashioned fabric of our new 
social and economic system would fall to 
the ground in a single night. The Dail 
may be stupid at times, but it will not 
go mad to-day. 

We assume, then, that ‘the Dail will 
accept President Cosgrave’s statement of 
policy and, retiring for the recess, will 
wait upon the course of events. That 
course, if it develops in accordance with 
the Free State Government's demand and 
the British Government’s promise, can 
end only in disaster for the whole of 
Ireland. We have uttered this warning 
repeatedly in recent weeks. Nobody con- 
tradicts it, but everybody seems to be 
under some fatal spell that is paralysing 
the instinct of patriotism and the very 
faculty of thought. The Boundary Com- 
mission's verdict, whatever it might be, 
would mark the beginning of a state of 
conflict between the two Irish Govern- 
ments which would be the end of peace 
and prosperity for both, Such a conflict 
would be equally ruinous for Dublin and 
for Belfast and, of course, would kill the 
last prospect of Irish unity. We say once 
more that, if President Cosgrave and Sir 
James Craig were twice as confident as 
each of them is now of the justice, 
righteousness and legality of his own 
case, it would be still their duty to 
spare Ireland the tragedy of civil strife 
at any reasonable cost. The Boundary 
Commission can be forestalled in only one 
way—by an agreed settlement between the 
two Irish Governments. Seven weeks 
remain in which, as the result of good- 
will and honourable compromise, such a 
settlement may be contrived. We are 
heartily of Mr. Austen Chamberlain's 
opinion that the time has come when Sir 
James Craig and President Cosgrave 
ought to take their courage in their 
hands. 

It seems to us that the events of the 
last week have cleared a path for further 
conference between the two Irish ‘eaders. 
On the one hand, President Cosgrave has 
the British Government s solemn pledge 
that the Boundary Commission will be 
established in October. On the other, Sir 
James Craig has renewed his offer to meet 
President Cosgrave “in a friendly spirit, 
the irritating question of the boundary

last President Cosgrave announced his 
willingness to try to arrange with Sir 


| James Craig an agreement which 3 
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be ratified by the Commission. He then 
regarded the establishment of the 
Commission as “the sole effective 
guarantee in sight for arriving at a 
settlement by consent.’’ Surely he would 
be justified now in assuming this condi- 
tion to be fulfilled on the strength of 
Mr. Thomas's unqualified pledge? The 
only other concession required of Presi- 
dent Cosgrave is that, for the purpose of 
conference, he shall ignore Sir James 
Craig's still resolute refusal] to recognise 
the sanctions of the Commission. The 
whole virtue of an agreement would 
consist in the fact that it would 
put the Boundary Commission auto- 
matically out of action. The question ol 
the Commission's establishment merely to 
ratify an agreed settlement would not be 
allowed, on either side, to imperil the 
solid triumph of statesmanship and good- 
will. By accepting Sir James Craig s offer 
President Cosgrave will surrender no 
particle of principle and will give to the 
whole world™convincing proof of his 
anxiety for peace,

lrish Athletes. 


The most interesting section of the Tail- 
teann programme will be opened in Croke 
Park this afternoon when the athletic 
events will begin. No branch of sport, 
except, perhaps, boxing, has such a 
popular appeal as athletics. There is an 
irresistible lure about individual contest 
which is absent from even the most thril- 
ling team work, and nothing is so exciting 
as a well-run race between man and man. 
Of recent years athletics in Ireland have 
fallen on evil days. There was a time, 
not so very long ago, when our runners 
and jumpers could hold their own against 
the best athletes in the world. The 
I.A.A.A. sports at Ballsbridge in the old 
days used to reach the highest standard, 
and in the triangular “ internationals” 
against England and Scotland the Irish 
team generally gave an excellent account 
of itself. Athletics, like most other 
branches of sport, however, have become 
highly specialised during the last quarter 
of a century. The advent of the United 
States in the international arena made an 
enormous difference, and nowadays nobody 
can hope to compete successfully with the 
Americans unless he is prepared to devote 
virtually his whole time to scientific train- 
ing. Very few young Irishmen are in a 
position to make this sacrifice. The result 
is that, so far as running and jumping 
are concerned, we have nobody in this 
country who is in the same class with 
some of our visitors who will compete at 
Croke Park this week. Some of the 
men who have come to Dublin for the 
Games have broken world “records.” Mr. 
Osborne, who has jumped 6ft. 8in., and 
his compatriot, Mr. Legendre, whose long 
jump at Paris last month was over twenty- 
five feet, will exhibit their remarkable 
skill; while armong the sprinters will be 
Mr. Scholz, who, but for the brilliant per- 
formance of Mr. Harold Abrahams, would 
have been the Olympic winner of the 100 
yards. Nearly all the best American 
athletes will compete in the Tailteann 
events, and, while our young men cannot 
hope to defeat them, they, undoubtedly, 
can learn, as the Finns have learned, from 
their example. Finland is a poorer 
country than Ireland, and has a smaller 
population; yet at the Olympic Games 
the Finnish athletes surprised everybodv 
by their prowess, and the running of men 
like Nurmi and Ritola was one of the 
features of the Games. What the Finns 
can do can be done in Ireland. The fact 
that all the American athletes who have 
come to Dublin claim Irish ancestry en- 
courages the belief that the latent talent 
of our race for athletics is as great to-day 
as it was in the times of Lugh of the long 
arm. It merely needs development. Any 
revival of athletics must begin in the 
schools, and we hope that every Irish 
schoolboy who is in Dublin will make a 
point of visiting Croke Park during the 
week. Such an opportunity is not likely 
to recur until the next Tailteann Games, 
and it is to be hoped that by that time 
some of our Irish athletes will have won 
their international spurs at the Amster- 
dam Olympiad. The experience of our 
Olympic team at Paris last month was not 
encouraging from the point of view of 
results, but it fired our men with 
enthusiasm for athletics. Now that our 
people will be able to see for themselves 
what the Americans can do, a concerted 
effort ought to be made throughout Ire- 
land to maintain public interest in the 
most fascinating of all kinds of sport. 


Commercial Flight. 


Despite the mishaps which have attended 
the “round the world ” flights, the con- 
quest of the air has progressed steadily 
during the past twelve months. The 
British report on the progress of civil 
aviation for the year ended on March 3lst 
shows an increase of over a thousand 
flights on air transport routes as compared 
with the previous year. More than a 
million miles were covered on these routes 
during the period under review; the 
number of passengers increased by more 
than three thousand and the weight of 
goods was nearly. doubled. Only one 
accident involving loss of life to a pas- 
senger has occurred on the regular services 
since 1920. The number of interrupted 
flights amounted to nine per cent. of the 
total number. Weather conditions con- 
tinue to constitute the most serious 
problem of civil aviation, and sixty per 
cent. of the interruptions were due to this 
cause. Mechanical defects accounted for 
another twenty-five per cent, of misad- 
ventures. The most important event that 
has occurred recently in the history of 
civil flying is the amalgamation, on 
March 3lst, of the four British companies 
which are engaged in long-distance flights. 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland have 
concluded air traffic agreements with 
Norway, Denmark, Switzerland and 
Sweden, and an agreement has been signed 
with Holland, which awaits ratification. We 
hope that the near future will see the Free 
State included among the countries con- 
nected by aerial routes, since the benefits 
of this speedy method of communication 
would be very great for travellers and 
business men. The efficiency of modern 
aircraft will be subjected to a severe test 
to-day when the race for the King’s Cup 
will be held. The course is one thousand 
miles in length ; for the first time it will 
be covered in one day, and the condi-

“Shamus O'Brien” pleased the last 
generation of Irishmen by the homely flavour 
of its libretto, its melodier and its humour. 
It pleased Englishmen because of these con- 
tents also, but because, further, in England 
they were exotic. It pleased people in 
America for both reasons, but was naturally 
most welcome to the many thousands there 
of Irish birth or family, “oa heard in it the 
notes of the homeland. The /ibretio belongs 
to the school of Dion Boucicault—that 
school wlich the Abbey Theatre has taught 
us now to call “ stage Irish,” the school 
whose work reminds one of the picture post- 
cards sold to “inglish tourists, showing tha 
Irishman of caricature, with shillelagh, squat 
nose, green knickerbockers, and pig com- 
plete. It made a hero of the rebel, a fooi 
of the British soldier, a heroine of an [rish 
colleen, and a despised rascal of an informer. 
Its unrealities did not nrevent if from ap 

ling to one set of people, and they made 
it possible for the other set—even to stout 
‘* removables ” and Castle stalwarts—to take 
it as caricature, and enjoy it as such. As 
comic opera of that kind, the libretto was 
good work: it contained plenty of fun, a 
good dramatic “Ea here and thera, end 
many well-turned verses. The music was 
sounder and more worthy as art. Stanforl’s 
score, in its technique a model for many 
composers of its own time, and of the new 
generation, is remarkable, too, for its flavour 
of Ireland, with rhythms and melodies all in 
the spirit of our native music.

The revival, at this time, of such a work 
might have been expected to draw oon 
numbers of Dublin and provincial people to 
the theatre; but there were many spare seats 
in the Theatre Royal last night. Where were 
all those who must have seen the piece and 
enjoyed it twenty-five to thirty years ago? 
Do they fear to spoil reminiscences that time 
has gilded’? They would have enjoyed many 
parts of the opera as these were done last 
night.

Mr. Joseph O'Mara, who had worked hard 
lo good effect on the production as a whole, 

robably made his own old part of Mike 
furphy stand out last night more pro- 
minently than it did in the old production:

should in a really well or roduction. 
Last night, of course, a great a depended 
oa him, seeing that half of the members of 
the cast were amateurs, or, at least, singers 
not experienced in stage work. For that 
reason, no one can complain of his pro- 
minence. He was doing his best to make the 
opera appeal again, and it was not for him 
to bring himself down to the level of less 
experienced members of the cast. ‘‘ His 
Mike Murphy had very pronounced charac- 
teristics, and a brogue,’’ as they say, you 
could cut with a knife. Clearly, he enjoyed 
singing his old part again, and it came to 
him very easily. His voice shaped itself, as 
it were, as in the days when the notes were 
all well within the measure of his best tone, 
and the tone came again to the shape. See- 
ing and hearing him last night, it was easy 
to understand the popularity of the opera 
and the extent of Mr. O’Mara’s reputation 
when both were at their biggest.

Of the other performers, easily the most 
successful was Miss Winifred Brady, whose 
operatic experience has been gained in Mr. 
O’Mara’s company. She entered into the 
thing with his spirit, and as she has, besides 
a very winning stage manner, a delightful 
soprano voice, with a good range of bright, 
telling notes, she was a Kitty O'Toole the 
memory-bringers could not have compared to 
her disadvantage. Miss Mary Maguire is 
well enough known as a singer to make the 
part of Nora O’Brien safe with her for 
music, and she quickly got used to the stage, 
and so pleased in every way. Mr. David 
Legge (Captain Trevor) and Mr. Percy 
Gillespie (Shamus O’Brien) both have rather 
light voices in comparison with the first- 
named three, and, with lack of stage ex- 
perience also against them, failed to give 
their parts the proportions that were due.

THE LONDON CONFERENCE,

Public satisfaction at the trend of 
affairs connected with the London Con- 
ference showed itself to-day when an ex- 
ceptionally large crowd assembled in 
Downing street to watch the arrival of the 
delegates. M. Herriot was obviously 
pleased at the warmth of his reception by 
the waiting spectators as he entered No. 
10 Downing street. Mr. Kellog, the 
American representative, arrived at the 
same moment, and the two stood conver- 
sing on the steps for some time. The work 
for which the Conference was called 
together has been virtually accomplished, 
and the present discussions are upon the 
subject of the we occupation of the 
Ruhr. It is expected that the meetings 
will be brought to a close on Thursday, 
and that the result will be a general agree- 
ment by which the French and Belgian 
troops will be withdrawn gradually so that 
the restoration of territory to Germany 
may be complete in not less than eigh 
months, and not more than twelve rm s— 
from the present date. This compromise 
brings British and French policy once 
more into line, satisfies French ideas by 
delaying the evacuation until it has been 
seen that Germany is carrying out terms 
agreed upon, and gives to Germany a 
definite time for the restoration of an in- 
dustrial centre by means of the revenue 
from which she hopes to meet her obliga- 
tions. 


The Irish lesae. 


The Colonial Secretary's appeal to 
politicians in general, and to the Press in 
particular, has not received a _ whole- 
hearted response, though unquestionably 
it has enforced a certain amount of 
restraint. Some things are being said and 
written on this side of the St. George's 
Channel that could be better dispensed 
with in an exceedingly critical time. If, 
unhappily, the settlement of the boundary 
question by mutual good-will definitely 
fails, then there will be ample time for 
all sets of politicians to open their 
magazines of oratory and to sling ink at 
will, Pending a decision, Sir James Craig 
and Mr. Cosgrave have their own suffi- 
cient difficulties to face without having 
them accentuated by the unnecessary im- 
portation of party considerations for 
purely party purposes at a peculiarly 
delicate moment. 


The King's Cap Air Race. 


An added interest is given to the King a 
Cup Air Race by the abandonment of the 
Aerial Derby this year. To-morrow’s race 
is a handicap with two machines on the 
scratch mark, and various time allow- 
ances ranging up to three hours thirty- 
two minutes. This allowance has been 
allotted to two amphibian machines 
equipped with 450 h.p. engines, while the 
two scratch machines are speedy aero- 
planes of 325 h.p. There is no doubt that 
the two scratch pilots, Mr. Frank 
Courtney, last year’s winner, and Flight- 
Lieutenant H. G. Jones, will make the 
fastest time, but it is doubtful whether 
they will be able to concede over three 
hours to Mr. Alan Cobham and Mr. F. L. 
Barnard, who will both compete with 230 
h.p. machines. The race will be flown 
over a course of a thousand miles from 
Felixstowe, with turning points at Leith, 
Dumbarton and Falmouth. The finishing 
post is at Lee, on the Solent, where there 
is. accommodation for aeroplanes, amphi- 
bians and for the seaplane. 


The Bailding Dispate. 


Events in the building dispute are 
moving towards a settlement, but the 
attitude of a not unimportant section of 
employers may prolong the struggle. This 
is regarding the admission of the prin- 
ciple of grading as the primary condition 
of any basis of settlement. Any practical 
move in that direction would strike a vital 
blow at one of the cardinal points of the 
union's policy, and it is resisted with 
NN GOB“ firmness. On the other 
and, a large number of employers press 
for settlement, even at the price of con- 
ceding all the men’s demands. This 
section desires a speedy termination of 
the deadlock, being engaged on luxury 
work, of which, one way and another, an 
enormo: amount is in hand in London. 
For these buildings the prospective owners 
will pay almost any price for wages and 
materials in order to secure early occupa- 
tion. When normal conditions are restored 
in the building trade one of the first 
operations to be undertaken will be the 
reconstruction of the Bank of England. 
At one time it was proposed entirely to 
rebuild the premises in Threadneedle 
street, but it has now been decided to 
adopt a plan whereby the outer walls are 
to remain, and some of the handsome 
banking halls of the interior will be pre- 
served. Extensive alterations, however, 
will be made to the remaining part of the 
structure, which, when completed, will be 


higher by several storeys than the present 
building. 


Lady Astor's Picture. 


Lady Astor’s picture, which excited so 
much comment on its appearance at 
St. Stephen’s, is to find a home in Ply- 
mouth. This decision of the donor, Lord 
Astor, will release the House from a posi- 
tion of some delicacy, if not of embarrass- 
ment. The picture has not yet been re- 
moved from the grand staircase, but 
probably will be unhung next week and 
eventually transported to Plymouth’s 
Municipal Art Gallery. It will need 
treatment by the artist to obliterate the 
disfigurements which were made just 
before the rising of the House, but a 
little erasion and touching-up will sufiice. 


Colonel MacKenzie Rogan. 


Colonel J. MacKenzie Rogan, who is 
adjudicating in the musical contests in 
connection with the Tailteann Games, has 
been appointed by the British Legion its 
honorary director in recognition of his 
services to that body.

MR. CATHAL O’SHANNON’S 


VIEWS. 


Mr. Cathal O’Shannon, at Clonakilty, said 
that the Labour Party believed that the 
Boundary Commission would be likely to 
make things worse. Last week an agreement 
had been entered, permitting the British 
Government to appoint two of the three Com- 
missioners. Why could not two of the three 
be Irishmen? Or could not the third man be 
selected from Canada, South Africa, 
America?- The Labour Party believed that 
there might be trouble over the boundary. 
Personally, he thought that there would be 
great trouble, and that any Commission set 
up would only fix the boundary and would 
not unite the six counties with the twenty-six. 
Unity could only be achieved through Labour. 
If Labour were in power in the six and the 
twenty-six counties they could have unity in 
three weeks, without any Commission. 
he said, believe that the honest wotking men 
of England, Scotland, and Wales would help 
ns to win an agreement between Northern 
and Southern Ireland. The Northern dele- 
gates at the Labour Congress said that thev 
did not want the boundary, but they asked 
what inducements the Free State offered. The 
workers of the North would not come in so 
long as they in the Free State had reduced

Not for a long time has the Dublin Port 
been so Lusy as it was yesterday. At the 
extension there were moored the Dromore, 
Liverpool; the Kerhonkson, New York, and 
the Conhatta from Philadelphia, with mixed 
cargoes of grain, oil, and timber; while inside 
the Alexandra Basin were the Oregon Maru, 
Nagasaki; Canada, Stockholm; Treglasson, St. 
Ives, and the Oreland, London. 
With the exception of the Canada and the 
Oregon Maru all the vessels are from American 
ports, and the greater portion of their cargoes is 
made up of maize, which will take some days 
to discharge in view of the fact that every 
bag has to be weighed before being handed 
over to the carters.

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LONDON’S ELECTRIC - 
RAILWAYS. 


UNDERGROUND TRANSPORT: 


At the meeting of the Dublin Rotary Club, 
vesterday, the subject under discussion was 
he tubes and underground -railways of Lon- 


don. Mr. Peter. V. McMahon, Electrical 
Engineer and Superintendent of Power in the 
Ls mien Electric Railways, was the principal 
spea cer. ° i 


He (a County Louth man) said that it was 

(1885 that the City and: South London 
Railway Company decided to tunnel under the 
streets. The first section was one of two 
miles in length, and it was worked by cables. 
‘he tunnel was fifty feet below the surface 
f the street, a depth which was necessary in 
order to avoid sewers and other pipes. Elec- 
tric power was introduced in 1890, and the 
tube system was rapidly extended. The work 
was almost uninterrupted, and on Monday 
next a line from Edgeware through Euston 
Junction to Clapham Common, twenty miles 
n length, would be opened. One power house 
alone generated electncity to the amount of 
144,000 horse power. Among the improve- 
ments that were introduced were lifts. worked 
by electricity instead of by hydraulic power, 
and the escalade, or moving staircase. ' 
Motor "buses, of which there were 4,000 on 
the streets, competed with the underground 
railways, and the several. companies entered 
into a combination for their mutual benefit. 
The "buses were more popular than the tram- 
way cars. Electricity was being applied to 
some of the big railway lines in England, but 
he did not think that it would ‘pay except 
where there were dense traffic and short runs, 
In that connection he thought that the only 
line in Ireland on which electrification would 
pay would be the Dublin and South-Eastern, 

etween Dublin and Bray. He feared that 
proposed schemes for producing electricity 
by water power in Ireland would not result 
in giving the people cheap electricity. There 
were 50,000 men employed in the underground 
*‘combine ” in London. 
_ Major Cooper asked how it was possible 
in Paris to run a shallow tube system without 
lifts, and with frequent service at a uniform 
fare, roughly, of a penny. 

The President (Sir Thomas Robinson) said 
that he gathered frcm Mr. McMahon's’ ad- 
dress that the transport of the people of Lon- 
don was in the hands of a “trust,” and he 
wondered why the Government had allowed 
such a trust to be set up. 

Mr. McMahon replied that in Paris the 
Municipality constructed the subways, and 
the cost was small, because they had not 
to purchase vested interests, ag the London 
companies had to do. As to the London 
‘trust’ it did not result in keeping up 
fares. The fares were not more than per 
cent. higher than they were before the: war, 


while the working expenses were 120 or 125 
per cent. above pre-war expenses. They were 


not squeezing the public. 
The thanks of the meeting were given to 
Mr. McMahon.

CONDITION OF IRISH POTATO 
CROP. 


‘The official report on Irish agricultural con- 
ditions at Ist August contains the following 


remarks on the potato crop:— 


“The digging of early potatoes became 
general at the first week of July. Yield was 
from fair to good, but the tubers were of poor 
eating quality except those from dry, warm, 
sandy soils. Main-crop fields are carrying 
abundant foliage and look promising. Spray- 
ing against blight was fairly generally done, 
and in some counties more so than for a num- 
ber of years. The broken nature of the 
weather interfered much with this work, 
which otherwise would have been even more 
widely carried out. The crop would be 
much benefited by warm dry weather to pro- 
mote the formation and maturingof tubers, 
and tocheck the spread of blight which is en- 
couraged by moist conditions. In a few 
counties the late cultivation of the crop was 
rendered impossible by the rains, and the 
prospects of a satisfactory yield owing to the 
over-growth of weeds on fields are very poor. 
Generally on high dry land the crop promises 
to be good, but on heavy, wet, retentive soils 
unless the drying effects of heat and sunshine 
are obtained, the prospect of an average crop 


is not very encouraging.’

GREAT SOUTHERN 
SUPERINTENDENT’S

Within the last few weeks the outlying 
unction near Cherleville, where trains for 
imerick leave the main Cork to Dublin line, 
has been fitted and operated with an 
apparatus which is the first of its kind in the 
history of railway, signalling.
